TEACHERS CAUTIONED TO
PRACTICE STRICT ECONOMY

—

The following circular had been issued from the
lustruction:

Department of Publie
Hanoluly, September 25th, 1005,
To all School Agents, Principols of Behools, Tenchers and Pupils:

The Department of Publie Instruction finds itself in the position of having
to oquip and supply a lurger number of schools than at any previous period,
while at the sume tho npproprintions of money for these purposos are
smaller thun heretofore,  Particularly the approprintion for Indastrinl and
Manual Training for the corrent bienninl period is exaetly half the appropria-
tion under that hewd for the bienmal period ended June 30th, 1905, and the
upproprintion for Stationery and Inecidentals is less than half that for the
previons biennial period. The Department believes that a consideration of
facts sbhould meke it apparent to all persons having the furnishing, the
earg, or the uke of school supplies that it is urgently necessary that the striotest
oconomy Lo practiced in tho distribution and use of supplies if the schools are

time

thesoe

not to suffer detriment from the necossury cutting off of some kind of supplies.

It is requested that principals of schools will avoid, as far as practieabls,
frequent requisitions, as shipping in small quantities entails incrensed cost for
packing, eartage nnd freight. And they should see to it that no habita of
waste are acquired either by teacher or pupils, In making requisition pringipals
of schools are requesied to estimate conservatively for a full yeur’s supply
of everything required by them. These roquisitions should be addressed to
the SBobool Agenta in the respective distriets

The Department relies on the hearty co-operation of all in thin matter for
the good of the sehools.
